NEW DELHI —Chinese troops were 
reported moving through Tibetan valleys 
toward the Indian frontier Saturday 
night and New Delhi braced for an ex¬ 
pected Chinese intervention in the India- 
Pakistan war. 

"The assumption Is that an attack 
is coming/’ a defence ministry spokes¬ 
man said. "We are preparing." 

Ab official report saJd the Chinese probed 
briefly acroM the border at two poiDta, then with¬ 
drew to tbeir territory. 

At one point, Chinese Communist troops moved 
to within 5(X) feet of the border with the tiny Indian 
protectorate of Sikkim. 

An Indian defence ministry spokesman in New 
Delhi said Chinese troops had advanced near the 
border in the Ladakh area of the northwest near 
Kashmir as well as along Red China’s Tibet moun¬ 
tain frontier with Sikkim. 

The disclosure touched off feverish U.S. and 
Soviet dipicnnatic consultations with Indian lead¬ 
ers In New Delhi. 

U.S. Amba-ssador Chester Bowles met several 
times with Indian offleiab and was reported to 
have been told by Shastri the Chinese are expected 
to create limited troable on the frontier. 

Shastri believes India would have U.S. support 
in any tangle with China. 

The Indian prime minister then received Alexei 
Rodionov, charge d'affaires at the Soviet embassy 
and was handed a note frmn Soviet premier Alexei 
Kosygin. The Indians are also bonking on Soviet 
support in any cla.sh with the Chinese.

Leaders of the United States, Canada. Britain, West Germany and other At¬ 
lantic Alliance powers are coming face to face uith a stark question; Can NATO, 
already seriously ailing, survive without France? 

The question probably will have to be answered decisively next year. NATO 
officials have already begun studying the problems that must be dealt with if the 
crises comes. 

The issue was sharpened by President de Gaulle in a Paris press conference 
10 days ago. De Gaulle declared France intends to end Its "subordination” in the 
Atlantic Alliance’s military command structure, meaning that the integrated com¬ 
mand must be dismantled by 1969, so far as France is concerned. 

Since the NATO alliance was formed in 1949, France has been the heartland 
of the Western defence system. It is th# answered decisively next year. 

Should r r a n e r, under de 
Gflulle, puU out, an enormous 
{wycholoetcil readjustment and . 
physical relocailon would be i 
neceuary. Headquarters and 
supply bases would haw to be 
moved back to England or (or^

The latest count of pinks in

The charge itself, isn’t as Important 
as the reason it was laid. 

T Just felt it was time aomebody did lomcthlng about 
a alck situation,” Piumbridge said in a long telephone con¬ 
versation from the mainland. "If lacrosse won't protect its 
officials, we've got to protect ourselves.” 

Referees get their expenses plus $18 a game for senior 
games and S5 for Junior. Piumbridge feels that unless tlw 
league shows its authority by landing — hard — on playere 
who attack officials, that the referees will be UtUe better 
than targets. 

Name of the Game 

Maybe lacrosse doesn't see it that way. 

"They have never given me any support on this. The 
player has been placed under suspension, but no ruling 
made All they're doing is saying. 'Withdraw the charge.

Scabby potatoes (E.L.P., Sidney)— 
Ilte pitted appearance ol the potato 
ipecimen you sent me U due to an 
infection called scab. This ia a skin 
disease of potatoes—wdiat you might 
call a complexion fault —and the 
tubera are perfectly wholesome to 
eat alter peeling. 

Scab ta a fungus organism that 
persists in soil with a high lime con¬ 
tent; this Is why lime is never {^^iied 
to the potato plot. Give lime to the 
portions of garden assigned to 
the leafy vegetables and the peas and 
beans, and grow your potatoes on 
this ground the following year. In 
this way there will be enough 
residual lime in the soil for healthy 
growth but not enough to encourage 
scab. 

The use of chicken manure seems 
to encourage scab In potatoes and 
another factor la a lack of humus in 
the soil. About the best way I know 
to grow clean-sk^ned spuds is to 
plant only clean, c«tified seed pota¬ 
toes 0 ( 1 .. clean ground, coverim; each 
seed piece with a good shovelful of 
half-rotted compost or farmyard 
mwure before filling In the furrow. 


Lily plantiBg (DJddT., Roym! Otat) 
—EaiA variety of lily reqtdrea ptaot- 
Ing at a dllfMent de^; for lostanca, 
the Madonna lily requiros only one 
inch of covering, while IJllum henryl 
is happiest when planted 8 im^ea 
deep, or even deeper in light, sandy 
ground. The beat firms sup{^ this 
information with the bulbs or In their 
catalogues. 

If you have an unlabelled coUeo 
Uon of bulbs, you wm’t go too far 
wrong If you plant them all at a 
depth ot four inches. This will be a 
little shallow for the' stem-rooting 
kinds, and these may sprout their 
seaxid set ot roots a little above 
ground level, but It Is an ea^y mat¬ 
ter, If this occurs, to mound up some 
ridi soil and leofmould around them. 


when it has made a second crown. 
If the pot is not too crowdM, the 
plant will grow and bloom quite sat¬ 
isfactorily with multiple crowns. 
However, if you want more plants, a 
quick and easy way ia to separate 
into individual crowns—rosettes of 
leaves—potting them up separately. 

Watering from b^ow is another 
OHnmon superstition and this prac¬ 
tice often leads to over-watering, 
with the soil in the bottom of the 
pot* becoming sour and stagnant. 1 
think it ia better and safer to water 
from the top, allowing the soil sur¬ 
face to become dry to the touch be¬ 
tween waterings, then giving enough 
to saturate the s^. Eknpty the saucer 
of any drainage after watering.

Cut-Leaf blackberry (V.W., Cowi- 
chan Bay)—The leaf you sent me for 
idcntificaticm is from Rubus ladni- 
atus, commonly known as the cut- 
leaf or parsley-leaf blackberry. This 
hi pn^Mbly the best of all the wild 
blackberries, bearing very sweet 
fruit of good size. It Is a native of 
Europe which has escaped from 
cultivation and gone wild on this 
continent. 

All blackberries detest drought 
and it is most important to keep the 
roots watered and mulched during 
dry weather. 


Onion seta (J.W.C/C, Sooke)— 
The onion sets you grew from seed 
this year cannot be planted out this 
^all. Not that they would winter-kill, 
but because winter cold would induce 
them to go to seed early next year. 
Store your little bult» In a warm, dry 
place. Ideally around 70 degrees, and 
plant out in the ! 4 >ring. It you c«t 
guard your sets against any chQling 
while in winter storage, you can 
plant even fairly large bulbs with¬ 
out mudi danger of running to 
seed.

NEW DELHI—Chinese troops were 
reported moving through Tibetan valleys 
toward the Indian frontier Saturday 
night and New Delhi braced for an ex¬ 
pected Chinese intervention in the India- 
Pakistan war. 

“The assumption is that an attack 
is coming,” a defence ministry spokes¬ 
man said. “We are preparing.” 

An officlgl report said the Chinese probed 
briefly acrou thn border at two points, then with¬ 
drew to their territory.

to within 500 feet of the border with the tiny Indian 
protectorate of Sikkim. 

An Indian defence ministi'y spokesman in New 
Delhi said Chinese troops had advanced near the 
border in the Ladakh area of the northwest near 
Kashmir as well as along fed China’s Tibet moun¬ 
tain frontier with Sikkim. 

The disclosure tmiched off feverish U.S. and 
Soviet diplomatic consultations with Indian lead¬ 
ers in New Delhi.
